Military 
notices 
have 
been 
posted everywhere warning that 
looting of private property will 
I 
be punished by death, but the 
refugees are permitted to help 
themselves 
to 
anything 
useful 
they can find amonjg cast-off al- i 
lied military material lining the 
road. 
One can see the refugees hope­ 
fully searching through bales and 
boxes of scattered material in 
smashed 
British 
expeditionary 
force supply columns. Sometimei 
they jubilantly extract cans of 
tinned food or sugar, jam, biscuits, 
cigarets and chocolate, with which 
these British columns seemed to 
be loaded. 
Bibles and Love Letters. 
They also find plenty of Bibles, 
decks of cards and love letters. 
But the German soldiers usu­ 
ally get there first and help 
themselves to the choicest mor­ 
sels. 
Pickings from the abandoned 
French supply wagons seem thin­ 
ner, leading German obserxfers to 
conclude that the French army 
travels only with necessities. 
The death penalty for looting oi 
private property also applies to 
the German soldiers and the Ger­ 
man labor service organization. 
Thus forsaken homes and stores 
in the occupied area are safe from 
looters. 
The 
refugees 
trekking 
back 
from the battle zone naturally 
have but one tnought in mind as 
they plcxl toward their own sec­ 
tions: "What has happened to my 
fireside?" 
They look anxiously ahead for 
signs of war and obviously rejoice 
when they approach their own 
territory to find little damage. 
But if they find their home? 
wrecked, they weep amid ths 
ruins. 
It appears here that the ruined 
homes in Belgium and France as 
a result of this ‘‘blitz’’ war are 
scarcely one-fourth the number of 
those ravaged during the World 
war. 
Returning to Normal. 
Driving back through gutted 
Maubeuge into Belgium, I noted 
with amazement how rapidly the 
physical evidence of the blitzkrieg 
disappears. 
Factory chimneys once more 
are smoking and the population is 
returning to normal routine. 
The most astounding evidence 
of this was at Louvain, where two 
weeks ago there were only a few 
forlorn souls. Today I found Lou­ 
vain a busy city, with traffic po­ 
licemen busy in the market place. 
Even the jewelry store there had 
a bargain day. 
The shambles left by war were 
evident only in the railway sta­ 
tion area, while the bodies of men 
who fell beside the road already 
have been moved to newly cre­ 
ated soldier cemeteries. 
Brussels is normal, with the 
exception that reserves of food 
are declining. 
Coffee is being 
rationed and bread, chocolate and 
soap are not easy to obtain. 
Belgian soldiers are returning

CHICAGO, June 6—(AP)—Col. 
Frank Knox advocated today that 
the United States furnish France 
and Great Britain w'ith everything 
short of soldiers to help win the 
war. 
‘Our neutrality has been a 
sham," said the publisher of the 
Chicago Daily News, who was the 
republican vice presidential nom­ 
inee in 19 36. 
"We have always 
been for the allies, and anything i 
we have done or can do to help 
them will be a direct contribution 
to American security." 
Three weeks ago, with the ap­ 
proval of President Roosevelt and 
the army’s chief of staff, Col. Knox 
initiated ‘‘Aviation Plattsburgs,” a 
patriotic civilian 
movement to 
train 15,000 pilots in military fly­ 
ing this summer and 30,000 men 
during the next school year. 
Danger If Allies Lose. 
In today's interview he dealt 
with American defense problems 
in their broadest aspects, solemnly 
declaring it was "simply impossi­ 
ble to exaggerate the danger fac­ 
ing America if the allied cause 
is lost." 
Col. Knox recommended that 
the United States army make its 
first line fighting planes available 
to Britain and France while there 
; was still time to use them. 
"Five hundred planes would be 
a Godsend to the Fench right 
now,” he said. 
“We are not in 


any immediate danger, and we 
could quickly replace ships sent 
to Europe with even more up-to- 
date models. We might also sell 
the allies our over-age destroyers 
without 
impairing 
our 
naval 
strength. It would be much bet­ 
ter to send them out ships and 
planes now than our boys later.” 
A student of war who has a 
fighting background (he was a 
Rough 
Rider in the 
Spanish- 
American conflict and an artillery 
officer in the World war). Col. 
Knox was sternly realistic about 
the consequences of a German 
victory. 
Reich-Nippon Tie tip. 
"That balance of power about 
which we have heard so much has 
meant our security in the past,” 
he said. 
"With it destroyed we 
may have to face two ways in the 
next war—toward a triumphant 
Germany in Europe and a tri­ 
umphant Japan in Asia.” 
Col. Knox asserted there would 
be a very real danger of attack 
from the direction of Mexico, and 
that if England went down Can­ 
ada might become a part of the 
United States to help repel it. Ger­ 
man agents, he said, already are 
at work in South and Central 
America. 
‘‘There’s a revolution right now 
in Panama, right next to the 
canal, fomented no doubt by Ger­ 
man influences."
